WATER. 

■ l'-'ln  the  course  of  the  year  11  samples  were  sent  for  analysis 
at  intervals,  .and  from  various  parts  of  the  Borough  Council's  undertaking. 
These  were,  ’in  the  main,  wholly  satisfactory,  hut,  in  September,  a 
sample  of  (untreated)  water  from  Low  Level  source  showed  evidence  of 
pollution.'  The  source  in  question  was  at  once  cut  out  of  supply  and 
chlorination  carried' out  to  the  fullest  extent  until  a favourable  report 
had’ been  obtained  from  the  Analyst. 

The’ demand  for  water,,  which,  in  1944  had.  been  .highly  abnormal, 
owing  to  the  presence  of  a large  number  of  Naval  personnel,  had  resumed 
normal  proportions  in  1945,  so  it  was  possible  to  get  through  the  dry 
periods  of  the  year  without  undue  anxiety;  though  there  is,  as  a general 
rule,  not  much  margin,  and  economy  has  to  be  practised  during  the  summer 
months.  Also,  water  supplies  to  shipping  using  the  Port  were  much  lighter 
than  usual,  and  this  factor  helped  to  ease  the  situation.  / 

ANTI-DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNI  RATION. 

The  campaign  in  this  connection  has  been  carried  on  by  means  of 
posters  and  leaflets.  Mothers  applying  for  an  infant’s  first  Ration  Book 
are  given  a leaflet,  whereby  the  advantages  of  this  simple  procedure  are 
emphasised,  and,  in  this  way,  a very  fair  percentage  of  the  1 year  old 
children  in  the  Borough  area  have  been  brought  for  immunisation. 

In  all,  38  inoculations  we  re  performed,  33  being  under  5 years 
and  3 between  5 and  15.
